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THE CIVIC BUDGET. 


The budget tabled by the city commissioners 


ealis for the expenditure of about two and three- 
quarter million dollars. The tax rate will pro 
bably be 44 mills. Last year it was 41 mills. But 


the vear was closed with a deficit which has to be 
made up by this year’s levy. Were it not for the 


deficit the rate this year would likely be 43 mills 
The increased rate may also be partly accounted 


for by the fact that a million and a quarter has 


been cut off the assessed value of taxable pro 


perty. As the assessment goes down the rate 


has to go up 

It is unfortunate that the estimates could not 
have been brought in earlier. Last year taxes 
were made payable in three instalments. The 
results were so favorable that the plan was to 
make this year’s levy payable in four instalments 


it will be so late that the payments will fall close 
ly together and the advantages of the four pas
